«H «• the *th rf Jinigry, 1877, that 
the MnferMK, •t,,€oMJiMitinople, was 
adjourned, rhf Turks revising the terms 
proplted, and Oeneral Ignatieff, Ihe 
KuMian ambajpador, left Constantinople 
a week later. The first Tarktth f»rlia- 
rocnt was opened by tJic •nltau.fn per- 
hou, 011 Matck liMh, and twelve dayi 
after the Russian protocol was signed 
in London, and *n HOfto r^ecttd by the 
Turks. The wot hegwi at owe, foe ten 
days later Russia declared her intention 
of occupying Bulgaria as a guaranty 
that the Turkish reforms would bo car- 
ried out, and on the 23d of March, Hire* 
days later, Russian troops crossed the 
Pruth int« Uouinonia. 
Three days 


lah-r wus fought, the tint engagement of 
the war near Batouiu, Mid the Russians 
were repulsed. 
Thus Russia went into 


the conflict, single-handed and without 
hope of intervention by any of the 
other powers. On May 21st, Itoumania 
proclaimed for independence, and de- 
clared war against Turkey. On Julie 
22d, 23d and 26th, the RUHBWIS crossed 
the Danube at three ptow, and on July 
16th were in the Bilkuui, where they 
took complete pOMeiurion of the Shipka 
Pass. On tho 30th Mid 31st came tho 
great buttle of Plevna, which was a 
disastrous defeat for the Bnssiaim, and 
coot them 20,000 man. In the latter 
part of August they were driven out ol 
the Shipka 1'ass, and the history of the 
wiir becomes almost a blank, until No- 
vember 
1H, when Kara 
surrendered 


with :!00 guns and 10,00(1 prisoners. 
This was I he first, great, success of (be 
campaign, which, up to that time, line 
cost 71,000 lives. 
Meanwhile Osman 


Paulm had been shut up in Vlevna 
since the victory of July, and ho sur 
rendered unconditionally on llceeinbei 
9th, hit army having suffered terribly 
This was the deathblow to Tnrkisl 
hopes, and all danger being over, Kervia 
declared her independence, and proceed 
cd to wage war on Turkey.
